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PROVENANCES Cones with a self-explanatory letter fron the 
original owner, April 19, 1906, to Lone Star Autographs: 
“Enclosed is the library card with Oswald's signature on it. I 
was stationed at El Toro Harine Base in California starting in 
January of 1964. While there, I spent a lot of tine at the base 
library where I worked sone. I got the card while there. I gave 
the card to ny step-father in June of 1964, and received it back 
upon his death." Signed, with the address and phone nunber of 
the original owner. The card is laninated. This is a 
historically significent iten because it is obviously the card 
fron the book fron which Oswald taught hinself Russian Just a few 
nonths prior to his discharge fron the Narines and his defection 
to Russia, which was the start of his activities which cuininated 
in President Kennedy's assassination- This piece is 
unquestionably genuine and it is difficult to inagine a nore 
inportant or significent Oswald iten. Very little Oswald 
naterial has or will ever cone on the narket. Due to his 
assassination at the age of 24, his naterial is already one of 
the rarest Anericana autographs. Ironically, Oswald naterial is 
far rarer and nore costly than naterial of his victin, John F. 
Kennedy, whose authentic naterial is also very rare. We have not 
seen a finer, nore inportant or poignant Oswald iten on the 
narket. A great rarity and an investnent quality piece with

■KINS SAID OF SUEZ CANAL FAME" 

(ROYALm (EGYPT) (SAID) (1822-1863). King of Egypt (1854-63). 
In full: Muhammad Said Pasha, Vali of Egypt. Said was European 
in appearance and habits and seened like the reincarnation of 
Henry VIII - he had a nountainous figure, red beard, small 
piercing eyes, and bluff manner. Like King Hal, be alternated 
between cruelty and prodigal open handedness: "Give him two 

hundred", he would shout, without explaining whether he meant 
pieces of gold or lashes of the whip. He also resembled the 
eighth Henry in his love of good living and sunptous 
entertainments; though as a nan he would certainly have been 
unlike the Tudor Monarch - drinking in moderation, conversing 
charmingly and wittily with his guests in Parisian French- And 
he showed himself to be less European than his 16th century 
English counterpart in being faithful to one single childless 
wife, although he did have children by a concubine. The most 
important achievement of his reign, of course- was the Suez Canal 
for which he granted the concession. Port Said. the_town which 
grew up at the canal’s Mediterranean entrance- connenQrates_bis 
support.
